MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


An  important  developement  under  this  heading  was  the 
opening  in  November  of  a new  Health  Centre.  The  site  is 
adjacent  to  the  Bartholomew  Hospital  and  Maternity  Home. 
It  is  a one  storied  building  with  a large  central  hall  and 
separate  rooms  arranged  along  its  sides  having  covered 
provision  for  perambulators  at  the  end. 

The  opening  ceremony  was  performed  by  the  Mayoress 
(Mrs,  T.  Temple)  and  presided  over  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
committee,  Mrs.  Macdonald  Brown,  J.P.,  who  traced  the 
history  of  the  movement  in  Goole  from  the  first  centre  in 
Victoria  Street,  in  1915,  just  after  the  passing  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act. 

Now  that  the  Centre  has  been  removed  from  the 
Maternity  Home  plans  have  been  under  consideration  for 
extension  and  modernising  of  the  Home  which  is  much  needed. 

A second  Health  Visitor  has  been  appointed  and  will 
commence  her  duties  in  the  new  year.

The  Borough  Council  are  themselves  the  water  under- 
takers and  close  co-operation  has  always  existed  between  its 
officers  with  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  connection  with  Circular  1684,  on  the 
instructions  of  the  Water  Committee  of  the  Borough  Council, 
Professor  Gilligan  of  Leeds  Fniversity  was  called  in  consulta- 
tion and  presented  a report,  as  a result  of  which  a joint 
meeting  of  the  Officials  of  the  Borough  and  Rural  Councils 
was  held  as  the  site  of  the  Pumping  Station  is  situated  in  the 
Rural  District.  He  recommended,  inter  alia,  that  the 
Pollington  works  should  be  protected  as  far  as  possible  within 
a radius  of  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the  site  of  the  new 
borehole  ; that,  he  did  not  feel  at  all  satisfied  with  the  present 
methods  of  dealing  with  the  sewage  and  domestic  refuse  in 
this  area  having  regard  to  the  proximity  of  the  village  to  the 
Pollington  works,  adding,  that  he  would  strongly  urge  that 
a more  adequate  system  of  sewage  disposal  be  employed  to 
remove  anv  threat  from  that  area  to  the  Pollington  water 
supply. 


This  report  was  forwarded  to  the  Rural  District  Council 
and  I am  informed  that  they  have  put  into  operation  a scheme 
for  the  removal  of  all  house  refuse  from  the  village  to  a tip 
two  miles  distant.  The  Rural  District  Council  has  also 
given  instructions  for  a survey  to  be  made  of  all  existing 
ashpits  with  a view  to  their  conversion.  Some  houses  in  the 
village  already  have  W.C’s.  installed  which  at  present 
discharge  ultimately  into  an  open  dyke.  It  is  intended  to 
construct  a septic  tank  at  this  point.

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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I beg  to  present  a report  upon  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  ended  on  the  31st 
December,  1938.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  statement  of  visits 
made  by  the  inspectors  that  a considerable  amount  of  time 
has  been  devoted  to  administering  the  Acts  and  Orders 
relating  to  employment  in  shops  and  also  to  the  interviewing 
of  applicants  for  Corporation  Houses,  the  selection  of  tenants 
having  been  entrusted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  and  myself. 

Samples  of  milk  for  both  chemical  analysis  and 
bacteriological  examination  have  been  regularly  taken  and, 
when  it  has  been  considered  necessary,  the  retailers  and 
producers  have  either  been  written  to  or  seen  personally. 
Arising  out  of  allegations  of  misuse  by  the  tenants  a survey 
was  made  of  all  Corporation  Allotments  and  a detailed  report 
was  made  to  the  competent  committee.  Ninety  houses  were 
dealt  with  by  formal  procedure  under  the  Housing  Act. 
Premises  in  which  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold,  have  been 
given  as  much  attention  as  other  duties  would  allow.  Fifty- 
three  cases  of  overcrowding,  involving  three  hundred  and 
sixty  seven  persons,  have  been  abated  during  the  year, 
twenty-two  of  which  have  been  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

I wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  other  officials  of  the 
Council  for  whose  help  I have  been  indebted  on  many 
occasions.

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  is  owned  by  the 
Corporation.  The  water  is  treated  by  a Horsley  Piggoit 
filtration  plant,  chlorination  and  aeration.  Samples  from 
both  the  inlet  and  outlet  to  the  bath  are  submitted  twice  each 
month  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  Laboratory  for 
examination.  The  following  table  shows  the  reports  on  these 
samples  for  the  year  1938.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year  51  complaints  regarding  infestation  by 
rats  or  mice  have  been  laid  at  the  Department. 

Complaints  of  infestation  are  investigated,  advice  on 
proper  methods  of  eradication  given  and  poison  supplied  free 
in  suitable  cases.  In  case  of  structural  defects  notices 
requiring  remedial  works  are  served  on  the  person  concerned. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  extra  efforts  to  obtain  united  and 
collective  action  against  rats  were  made  during  the  period 
November  7th  to  12th.  The  following  propaganda  was 
arranged  : — 

An  advertisement  was  inserted  in  the  “Goole  Times’* 
offering  free  advice.  A paper  of  their  series,  the  “Goole 
Journal”  inserted  a comprehensive  article  sent  from  the 
Department. 

50  posters,  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  design, 
were  displayed  on  hoardings  from  31st  October  until  12th 
November. 
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50  small  replicas  of  the  poster  were  posted  in  allotments 
and  similar  places,  a few  being  displayed  by  shopkeepers. 

Local  chemists  and  hardware  dealers  were  circulated  and 
asked  to  make  special  displays  of  poisons,  traps,  etc. 

132  letters  setting  out  the  occupier’s  responsibility  under 
the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act  and  suggesting 
measures  to  be  taken  against  rats,  were  sent  to  occupiers 
peculiarly  liable  to  infestation. 

The  Surveyor,  who  controls  tips,  etc.,  was  invited  to 
co-operate. 

During  the  period  29th  October  to  21st  November,  only 
15  complaints  were  received  by  the  Health  Department.  11 
of  these  complaints  were  of  casual  external  infestation  and 
red  squill  poison  was  issued.  2 complaints  were  of  casual 
internal  infestation  and  no  further  trouble  is  being  experienc- 
ed. 1 complaint  was  from  a clearance  area  where  the  rats  are 
escaping  from  disused  drains — this  will  be  cleared  up  when 
the  houses  are  demolished  and  the  drains  cut  off  from  the 
sewer.  1 complaint  proved  to  be  mice  infestation  only. 

Rat  burrowing  was  discovered  in  pavement  surfaces  in 
three  instances  during  the  period.  Examinations  have  been 
made  in  all  cases  resulting  in  two  drainage  defects  being 
remedied  and  one  case  being  left  over  for  further  observation. 

The  cost  of  the  propaganda  was  approximately  £3/0/0.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 


The  standards  by  which  milk  is  judged  were  set  out  in 
detail  in  the  annual  report  of  1937. 

During  the  year  118  samples  of  milk  were  purchased 
from  retailers  in  the  Borough  and  submitted  to  the  County 
Bacteriologist  for  examination.  Of  these  samples  106  were 
undesignated  milk,  4 were  “Accredited”  milk  and  8 were 
‘Pasteurised’  milk.  The  following  table  shows  the  results  of 
the  tests.

Four  samples  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  organisms. 
The  dairy  herds  concerned  were  examined  and  as  a result  3 
cows  were  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  and  were 
slaughtered.  Investigations  regarding  the  fourth  sample  are 
not  yet  completed.  In  the  annual  reports  for  1936  and  1937 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  we  appear  to  be  making 
no  further  improvement  in  the  securing  of  a clean  milk  supply. 
The  above  results  do  not  give  one  any  reason  to  change  that 
opinion.  It  would  appear  that  certain  retailers  and  producers 
are  either  incapable  of  supplying  milk  of  a satisfactory 
standard  of  cleanliness  or  are  indifferent  to  their  responsibi- 
lities in  this  direction,  which  leads  one  to  the  opinion  that 
until  public  opinion  is  enlightened  and  demands  a better 
article,  little  further  improvement  can  be  expected.  It  is  a 
matter  for  regret  that  in  a town  of  20,000  inhabitants  situated 
in  the  centre  of  a large  agricultural  district,  no  milk  of  the 
highest  designation — “Tuberculin  Tested” — is  sold  at  all,  and 
only  a small  quantity  of  the  milk  sold  is  “Accredited.”

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS  OF  MILK. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  1928  is  admin- 
istered by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  your  inspector 
is  empowered  to  take  samples  of  milk.  During  the  year  33 
samples  were  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  29 
samples  were  reported  as  genuine,  two  samples  were  broken 
in  transit,  one  sample  was  reported  to  be  20  per  cent,  deficient 
in  milk  fat  and  one  sample  was  stated  to  contain  2 per  cent, 
of  added  water.  The  vendors  of  these  two  samples  were 
cautioned  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council.

The  greater  part  of  the  fresh  meat  consumed  in  the 
Borough  is  slaughtered  and  dressed  in  the  Public  Abattoir. 
The  Abattoir  is  visited  twice  daily  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  at  other  times  as  required.  The  method  of  inspection  and 
standard  of  judgement  is  that  recommended  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  Memorandum  62/Foods.  The  Butchers’  Associa- 
tion runs  an  insurance  scheme  for  compensating  owners  of 
condemned  meat.  The  relations  between  those  using  the 
.abattoir  and  the  officials  are  amicable. 


Except  for  a horse  slaughterhouse  where  horse  flesh  is 
dressed  for  export  there  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough.  The  chief  cause  of  condemnation  was  tuberculosis. 


The  following  animals  were  slaughtered  and  dressed  in  the 
.abattoir  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1938  : —

The  following  premises  where  food  is  prepared  and 
stored  for  sale  have  been  kept  under  supervision.

(5)  Ice  Cream  Premises — Eight  visits  were  paid  to 
premises  where  ice  cream  is  made.

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GENERAL. 


Throughout  the  year  there  was  a lessened  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases. 

Few  cases  of  influenza,  measles  or  whooping  cough  were 
brought  to  our  notice.  The  usual  school  intimations  of 
children  absent  from  school  on  account  of  disease  were  small. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  was  notified  and  although 
extensive  enquiries  were  made,  as  milk  was  suspected,  we  were 
unable  to  come  to  any  definite  conclusion  as  to  the  source  of 
infection. 

36  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  of  a mild  variety 
with  no  deaths. 

“Up  to  1925  Diphtheria  had  been  endemic  with  a few 
isolated  cases  up  to  1930.  During  the  years  1931,  1932,  1933 
the  town  was  practically  exempt.” 

In  1934,  32  cases  were  notified  with  3 deaths. 

1935,  203  cases  were  notified  with  5 deaths. 

1936,  104  cases  were  notified  with  6 deaths. 

1937,  36  cases  were  notified  with  3 deaths. 

1938,  20  cases  were  notified  with  0 deaths. 

The  report  for  1938  is  satisfactory  so  far  as  it  goes  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  amount  of  immunisation  already  perform- 
ed has  produced  some  effect  towards  prevention  of  the 
disease.  But  the  numbers  immunised  are  too  small : although 
every  facility  is  afforded  difficulty  is  experienced  in  persuad- 
ing parents  to  have  their  children  protected  except  during 
epidemic  prevalence.  It  is  considered  by  those  best  able  to 
judge  that  at  least  50 — 60  per  cent,  of  the  child  population 
should  be  immunised  before  incidence  is  affected. 

“Notification,  removal  and  disinfection”  do  not  prevent 
the  disease  and  even  the  experience  of  Goole  proves  that  years 
of  prevalence  alternate  with  years  of  lessened  incidence  so 
that  the  only  means  of  prevention  is  by  active  immunisation  of 
the  child  population,  especially  the  pre-school  child.  Every 
child  on  its  first  birthday  should  be  inoculated. 

T.A.F.  is  the  name  of  the  prophylactic  used;  and  5 pre- 
school children  and  50  school  children  were  immunised  during 
the  year  at  the  special  clinic.  The  number  immunised  by 
private  doctors  is  not  available. 

21  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified,  four  were  removed 
to  hospital  and  there  were  12  deaths  c ompared  with  17  in 
1937. 
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PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  176  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to 
the  eyes.  There  was  no  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum 
notified,  which  gives  cause  for  satisfaction.

During  the  year  10  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
and  6 new  cases  of  other  forms  of  the  disease  were  notified, 
making  a total  of  16  cases  of  all  forms  compared  with  12  and 
4 in  1937. 

There  were  9 deaths  from  the  respiratory  and  4 from  the 
non  respiratory  forms  of  the  disease,  giving  a total  death  rate 
of  0.6  per  1,000  persons  living  and  0.4  from  the  respiratory 
variety. 

These  figures  compare  with  0.6  and  0.5  for  1937  which 
had  been  the  lowest  recorded. 

The  figures  for  England  and  Wales  are  0.6  and  0.5. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total 
tuberculosis  deaths  is  neglible  and  notification  is  effective 
owing  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  County  Scheme. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  in  cases  of  wilful  neglect 
or  refusal  to  notify. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  After  Care 
Committee  who  sent  21  children  to  convalescent  homes 
during  the  year  and  distributed  to  21  adult  patients  gifts  of 
3.970  eggs  and  3,970  pints  of  milk  as  well  as  clothing,  etc.
